Response to Amendment 

1 . For at least the following reasons the Amendment After Final has not been entered: 

a. Claims 12 and 38 are proposed to recite the phrase "at least one polynucleotide 
sequence, sets forth the claims in independent form, and recite in the alternative a 
polynucleotide for HSV gD2 and a polynucleotide for a mutant cholera holotoxin to 
define antigenic compositions for the induction of an immune response. 

i. Antigenic compositions that only comprise a single HSV gD2 
polynucleotide has not been previously considered on the record in the Final 
Office action. 

ii. Original descriptive support for the administration of only HSV gD2 
polynucleotide without an adjuvant mutant holotoxin in the composition may be 
not described in the instant specification that is directed to combination 
compositions of a mutant cholera holotoxin together with an antigen. 

iii. Antigenic compositions that only comprise a polynucleotide encoding a 
mutant cholera holotoxin, that may be optionally combined with the 
polynucleotide for HSV gD2 polynucleotide that is in a plasmid, has not been 
previously examined in the Final Office Action, and the proposed Amendment of 
the claims After Final therefore raises New Issues.
